“German Consul unexpectedly just sent me intimation that unless I signed 
forthwith revised East Africa Concession he will not attend my public reception 
previously fixed for Friday (to-day) or recognize me as Sultan.” 

Sultan, perturbed by threatened publie slight, sought my advice. I recommended 
him to reply as follows: “I accept in principle Treaty engagements entered into or 
contemplate by. prolecesor, and will endeavour to completo as soon as posable in 
manner to exhibit my friendship to German Government, but must inform myself as 
to Cd before a final decision, and have yet had no time to study any important 
questions.’ 

Sultan acted as advised, and German Consul attended public reception to-day. 
This carly admonitory menacing attitude by German Consul has, however, cous 

t excitement and fear among Arabs, as significant of future policy towards new 

jultan, and I have deemed it tight to inform your Lordship, There were no 
grounds whatever for belief that Sultan did not intend to fulfil engagements made by 


predecessor.

German Consul visited mo yesterday, and informed me that his message to Sultan 
‘Thursday was much aggravated hy incorrect translation, and was rendered 
inevitable by Mis Highness having made him promises (of which Lis Highness bad 


not informed me) which he had not kept. He stated that Berlin urged pressing 
definite conclusion of East African Concessi which embodies following main points 
of difference with Mackinnon’ 

Administration of coast-line by Germans to commence next August ; first twelve 
months Germans administer Customs on Sultan's account, employing’ subordinate 
Aocal staff in order to ascertain amount of actual revenue, making monthly payments 
to Sultan of actual receipts. Gross expenses of their administration for this period 
‘not to cost Sultan more than 170,000 rupees maximum: if less, he reaps benefit. 
Germans charge 5 per cent. commission on net revenue first twelve months. Revenue 
first year ascertained will be guaranteed by Germans for next three or five years, with 
half surplus profit to Sultan; after that, open to adjustment. Books and accounts 
first year subject to control and inspection of Sultan’s Agent. 

Administrative staff expected out in July under command of experienced officer 
from Senegal. 

Peter will occupy inferior position if he returns. German Consul informs me 
confidentially that Imperial Government will probably shortly take over administration 
of coastline, Sultan will probably accept terms now proposed, of which weak point 
for him is absence of guarantee for regular payments.

Vice-Consul Berkeley to Major Macdonald, 


Sir, Zanzibar, February 28, 1858. 
I HAVE the honour to report that, in obedience to your instructions, I attended 
on the 21st instant, in His Highness the Sultan's Court, in onler to watch the proceedings 
in connection with the claims put forward by Jairamn Sewji against the estate of the 
late Mohammed-bin-Salem. A certain Mohammed-bin-Abdullal Raji appeared on the 
other side by the Sultan's order, and Jairam Sewji, having reason to believe that three of 
the leading Arabs in Zanzibar had been appointed executors by the deceased, inquired 
whether by Arab law he was entitled to see the Will. ‘The Judges at first would give no 
opinion on this point, and it was only with much difficulty that we at length obtained 
from them a declaration that Arab law did so entitle him,  Jairam Sowji then asked 
that it should be produced, and Mohammed-bin- Abdullah stated that it was in the Sultan's 
ion, but that he would ask His Highness what he wished to do in the matter. 
Frye ease was then adjourned, and in the evening the Sultan privately sent me the Will 
From it we ascertained that the deceased had appointed as exeeutors three of ‘the 
‘Arabs of Zanzibar. When the case was resumed this morning, Jairam Sewji pointed this 
out to the Judges, and asked why they were not there to admit or contest his claims, 
‘The Judges replied that this was no business of theirs, and that the Sultan had ordered 
Mohammed-bin-Abdollah to appearas Agent. They further declin 
as to who, under the circumstances, was responsible for the die ndiini 
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‘estate. Acting upon my advice, Jairam Sevji then dropped this point, and proceeded to 
‘set out his claims, 

‘The first was for the sum of 8,200 dollars, being an adjusted balazee of accounts 
between the parties. In apport of this claim, the plaintiff produced a document written 
and signed by the decease: d recognizing this amount as due by him. The J 
‘examined the paper, and said that it was not binding, as it was not attested by a“ Kathi” 
(onglatrate, and witness. ‘The plaintiif urged that the position of deceased as Secretary 
to His Highness the Sultan was an exceptional one, that writings by himself had 

repeatedly been held sufficient, and that he (the plaintiff) could bring evidence to show 
that the claim and document were at least genui ‘The Judges declined to listen to 
any evidence, saying that they had no orders from His Highness to go beyond the paper 
itself, which was irregular. I then inquired myself whether the Sultan's Agent was 
Beopered to repudiate the claim, and, further, whether he could be examined by the 
Judges or by the plaintiff as to whether the accounts and papers of the deceased threw 
any light upon this The Judges absolutely declined to put any question to the 
Agent, or to allow plaintiff to do so, 
Jairam Sewji then proceeded with a second claim for 1,040 dollars, bei the price 
(country place) bought by the deceased and paid for by plaintiff for 
;, In support of his statement, an acknowk of the transaction 
written and signed by the deceased, The Judges dismissed this document, on the same 
grounds as the first, again refusing to hear any of the evidence which’ plaintiff was 
Prepared to bring forward in support of the claim: 

‘The next claim was for 500 dollars, being the amount of a mortgage on a “shamba 
belonging to the decease The document put forward by plaintiff was declared by the 
Judges to be valid, but stated that the “shamba” had been sold 
by Mahommed-bin-Salem some previously to his death, ‘The Judges not being 
prepared to. say wl ‘state was liable for the value of the “shamba,” we 
proceeded with the 

540 dollars, being a mortgage with interest on four 
‘The Judges declared that the document produced was quite correet, but 
it was attested by another “Kathi;” that they could therefore give no judgment 
‘on it, and that he, the other “ Kathi,” should do so. I stated that I understood that 
they had been specially ordered by the Sultan to decide on Jairam Sewji's claims against 
the estate of Mohammed-bi lem; that I was informed that the “ Kath in question 
had left Zanzibar, and I inquired how the claim would stand for example, the 
“ Kathi" who had signed the deed were dead. ‘The Judges replied, “G nows.”” 
Upon my remonstrating against this apparent trifling the Judges and the Agent held a 
short consultation, and I was then informed that the claim was good, and would be 
allowed, 
mba” which had been mortgaged to Jairam Sewji by 
‘ay “Bai Akhiar,” and according to which the property 
upon which money is advanced passes into the hands of the mortgagee when, after 
‘8 stipulated period, the loan has not been repaid. ‘The amount advanced by Jairam 
‘Sewji was 3,000 dollars, and the stipulated period had ipsed some two years before the 
death of Mohammed-bin-Salem. ‘The plaintiff now claimed the “ shamba ” itself or its 
value, for it had transpired that the “shamba" had been sold shortly after the death of 
Mohammed for something over 5,000 dollars. ‘The Judges declared that he was ouly 
centitled to the amount of the original loan (3,000 dollars), on the ground that he had 
not claimed the “‘shamba” as soon as the stipulated period expired. They stated that 
this was the law, and the invariable law. The plaintiff, however, here produced written 
Decrees by Zanzibar “ Kathis,” giving possession under similar circumstances to mort- 
gagees at various periods after the time had expired. One Decree in partic 
possession of a“ shamba" to the mortgagee at the death of the mortgagor, and seven 
Sears after the expiration of the stipulated period. This Decree had been made quite 
recently by the principal “ Kathi” of Zanzibar, and was in direct contradiction of the 
principle laid down by the Judges in the present case. Under these circumstances, the 
judges were somewhat confused, but, although they did not contend that their deei 
was right and the other wrong, they refused to admit that Jairam Sewji was entitled to more 
than 3,000 dollars, I inquired of them whether I must report that there were apparently 
two laws on this point, one for general use, and a special one for the present plaintiff; 
and, failing to obtain any satisfactory reply, I was constrained, as a protest against the 
proceedings, to leave the Court. A sixth claim for some 2,000 dollars was, consequently,

Import duties, duty spirits, to be fixed 
at 12per cent. Adopt certain favourable minor points of our new ‘Irvaty, such as Nos. 1 
and 3 of exemptions quoted in Article VIT; paragraph, Article XI} paragraph 3, 
explanatory note. Entire modification to be embodied in shape of a Supplementary 
Convention tothe French Treaty.

From this document it appears that towards the end of January a Portuguese ship ¥°2%s,

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‘With this demand, however, Mohammed-bin-Salem declined to comply unless he 
received orders to that effect from the Sultan. 

‘The Portuguese vessel is stated to have thereupon left for Zanzibar. 

On the 14th February, however, she would appear to have returned accompanied 
by another ship, on board of which was the Governor-General of Mozambique. 

On the 10th the “Kilwa,” a vessel belonging to the Sultan, came in and sent 

ashore that she was ready to receive cargo for Zanzibar. 

It is denied that she had on board either cargo, soldiers, or ammunition, with the 

szeoption ‘of some powder and stores, the property of the German Consulate at 


‘On the arrival of the “Kilwa” several boats went off from the town laden with 
various produce, but were tuned back by the Portuguese. 

On the 16th February the Governor-General sent on shore a German trader, 
formerly a resident at Minengani, but now established at the Portuguese Settlement 
‘on the opposite side of the creck. ' This person stated that he had been commissioned 
to request that, as the Sultan had now ceded the towns of Tungi and Minengani to 
Portugal,® the Sultan’s flag might be lowered, and the places themselves given up to 
the Governor-General. 

‘The Acting Vali, Mohammed-bin-Salem, thereupon asked to be shown a letter or 
paper from the Sultan to that effect, signed by His Highness, and being informed that 
no such document had been received, he repeated his former reply. 

‘The same night (16th February), one Lalji Chapri, a British merchant, and one of 
the signatories of the affidavit, received a letter written in Gujerati, in which the 
merchants were requested to evacuate their town within twelve hours, as the Portuguese 
ships were going to begin bombarding the place at 8 the next morning.t 'This note was 
signed apparently in Portuguese, and was brought by a slave of a Banyan Portuguese 
subject residing in the village of Ngani. 

‘The British merchants replied by the same hand that, as there was no place to 
which to remove except the bush, it was impossible for them to make arrangements to 
evacuate Minengani within the time specified, and they protested against any 
bombardment of their Settlement} pending a reference to Mr. Holmwood, who they 
were persuaded would protect them or send a ship to remove their families and 
property as soon as ho was informed of their position. 

‘On the 17th the Portuguese took possession of the “ Kilwa,"§ and the same night 
the Governor-General sent in to say that as the British Consul-General was not at 
hhand, no time could be allowed for reference to him, and that the bombaniment of the 
towns would begin at § the next morning. 

‘The British inhabitants replied that they would wait upon the Governor-General 
regarding this sceond message early the next morning, adding that they had no means 
of removing their property, nor any place of safety to which they could remove it. 

Itis added that no offer of any kind to store their goods, to assist them in removi ig 
them, or to afford them a place’ of shelter from the weather was ever made either 
by the Governor-General or any other Portuguese authority. 

Early on the morning of the 18th February a deputation of five persons crossed the 
creck to the Portuguese station of pposite to ask for an interview with the Governor- 
General, but were stopped by the Portuguese officials. ‘They then complained to the 
Commandant of this station of the notice they had received the previous night, and were 
informed that he had had nothing to do with it, nor was he able to forward them to the 
Governor-General. He assured them, however, that he had informed his Excellency 
that Minengani was occupied solely by British subjects.|

General on board his ship, the Por vessels commenced bombarding that town, 
and they had to fly for shelter to the forest, where the rest of the British subjects 
were also assembling. 

‘The bombardment was thus begun on the morning of the 18th, after the Sultan's 
Governor had been formally required to surrender the town, and after two notifications 
on the 16th and 17th respectively had been made to the British merchants. 

‘The bombardment continued five days,* during which time the traders suffered the 
most severe privations, more especially the women and children, who were exposed to 
the weather, and had to live upon roots and wild fruits. 

On the fifth day the Portuguese landed eight boats’ crews, who, after firing 
several volleys into the unprotected village, proceeded to destroy all that remained of 
it by fire. 

Ay alan tie Portuguese returned to their ships a few of the traders ventured 
back to the town, which they found a mere heap of smouldering ruins, but not a vestige 
of property, books, or furniture remaining. ‘The town of Tungi was also bombarded, 
and subsequently burnt.t 

‘The only British vessel in the port, a dhow belonging to Sachu Kutchra, was 
seized by the Portuguese, and the erew sent on shore. 

It is expressly denied that a shot was fired ue the Sultan's people at Tungi, or that 
any resistance whatever was offered or attempted by any of the inhabitants of either 
town, both of which could readily have been occupied at any morient without 
opposition.¢ aeg i 

‘These statements are, however, contradicted by that which is contained in the 
official Gazette of Mozambique of the 12th March. 

Colonel Velho, in his Report to the Governor, speaks of the attack on Minengani 
being made in consequence of the enemy “threatening them and constantly firing at 
them, and being about to take the offensive." § 

‘The only mention of any bombardment is that made in a passage which speaks of 
the Commander of the “ Douro” promising to bombard “ during the attack.” 

‘The Colonel further states that when the men were in their boats on their way to 
the shore, and according to this account apparently before a shot had been fired, they 
were fired on from the right, centre, and left of the enemy's camp, which had ‘three 
pieces of artillery. Further on he speaks of a “well-sustained fire "on both sides, and 
the house of the’ Chief is mentioned as the point where the “strongest resistance” was 
mad 

‘ihe Commander of the “Douro” speaks of a force having been sent ashore 
to “ reconnoitre " Minengani, and returning after it had burnt that place, 

‘The Second Lieutenant of the “Douro” also speaks of having been ordered to 
make “a reconnaissance,” and having been fired on from the village as his force was 
approaching the shore. A. “slight resistance” was, he says, offered by the natives, 
After setting fire to the village he retired, taking with him “two small iron guns 
found dismounted on the shore.” 

Colonel Velho (see above) also gives an account of his driving the Zanzibarese out 
of Tungi and burning the place on the 27th February. 

With regard to the damage done, the refugees speak of the actual value of the 
property destroyed amounting to between 100,000 and 200,000 dollars, while the loss 
‘which they are of opinion will occur through the destruction of their account books 
and all their deeds and securities is incalculable.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that I arrived at Zanzibar by mail 
steamer on the 16th instant, and onthe 21st instant Major Macdonald made over to 
me the archives, Treasury ‘and Postal Establishment of Her Majesty's Agency and 
Consulate-General, all of which I found correct and in order. 

2. The condition of affairs in Zanzibar at the timo of my assuming charge of this 
from Major Macdonald is as satisfactory as possible. Tho most excellent and 
relations have been established and ‘exist botweon Her Majesty's Represon- 

the Representatives of all the other Treaty Powors. The various classes of 
subjects, with each of whom I have had lengthened interviews, are contented 
and prosperous. There are no eases left requiring settlement that are of a difficult or 
embarrassing character, and British prestige has suifered no diminution, 

3. I would submit to your Lordship that great credit is due to Major Macdonald 
for his successful conduct of the duties of this office during the last nine months. Ie 
took charge of his post here at a moment's notice, and he has held it sineo under the 
disadvantage of continued uncertainty as to when he would bo relieved by me. 
Notwithstanding this, he has succeeded in thoroughly upholding the influence and 
prestige ofthis offlee. "He has made his influence fel for good in. all directions, and 

will quit Zanzibar amid the regret and good-will ofall classes of the community, to 
whom he has rendered himself markedly and deservedly popular. ‘The foreign Consuls 
are one and all unanimous in their acknowledgments of his courtesy and straight- 
forwandness.

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ing in his Palace at Zanaibar at 1 a.x. ‘The late Saltan had, as your Loriship is 
cee for many months past in an extremely bad state of health. He left 
Zanzibar on the 23rd ultimo, and to Muscat, with the view of taking a course 
of sulphur baths at Gubra, a situated ‘about 20 miles from Muscat. 
‘Having failed to reap any henefit from these waters, he returned to Museat, where, as 
Tam informed, he was visited by the Surgeon of the British Agency, who intimated to 
thoee in attendance upon him that he had not _many days to live. ‘The Sultan sailed 
from Muscat on the 17th instant, and disembarked at Zanzibar on the evening of the 
26th instant, five hours previous to his death. 

Burghash was too ill to see any one after his disembarkation, and the 
Interpreter of this Agency, whom I had intrusted with a message for His Highness, 
failed to obtain admittance to the Palace. 

‘General Mathews, who had been left by the Sultan in charge of the Administration 
on His Highness’ departure for Muscat, eame to the Agency and-informed me of the 
Bultan’s death at 130 a.st. I had, immediately on my arrival here, diseu 
with General Mathews the measures which had already been agreed upon between him 
and my predecessor, Major Macdonald, to give effect to your Lordship’s telegram of 
tho 15th February designating Seyyid Khalifa as the successor of the Sultan; and I 
had also placed myself in communication with the German Consul-General, and had 
ascertained that his instructions as to the succession were in every sense concurrent 
with my own, Nothing remained, therefore, for me to do on receipt of the ielligence 
of the Sultan's death but to ask General Mathews to give effect to the measures already 
‘agreed upon, and to take the earliest and most suitable opportunity of making known 
to the Arabs (who really exercise the elective power in the choice of a new Sultan) 
what were the views of Her Majesty’s Government. 

General Mathews left me at in order to inform the German Consul- 
General of the Sultan’s death, and I immediately afterwards sent Mr, Berkeley over to 
see Dr. Michahelles, and to inquire whether that gentleman wished to see oF consult 
with me, I felt such entire confidenee in the efficiency of the arrangements made by 
General Mathews for the preservation of order and due installation of the new Sultan, 
and I was so assured that the Arab population a] rectal ‘at its full value the support 
to bo wooorded by this Agency to Seyyid Khalifa, that T could see no necessity of 
putting myself forward, and I thought it desirable for many reasons that I should, if 
possible, remain in the background, so as to give to the election of the new Sultan as 
spontaneous a character as possible. 

‘At 2 A.x. the French Consul, M. Lacan, did me the honour to call on me. He 
informed me that his orders were to follow and support my action unreservedly. I 
informed him that Seyyid Khalifa was the individual whom Ter Majesty's Government 
considered as most suitable to succeed Seyyid Burghash, M. Lacan entirely concurred 
as to the desirability of nominating Seyyid Khalifa, and left me at 215 a. with 
renewed. promise of co-operation and support. 

‘At 3 at. I was awakened by a message sent to mo from the Palace by General 
‘Mathews to the effect that the German Consul-General had unexpectedly appeared at 
the Palace, and implying that he (General Mathews) wished that T should also 
be present.

‘The Sultan's funeral had been arranged 
to take place at about 5 A.at.” Seyyid Khalifa, who had, since the Sultan’s departure for 
‘Muscat, retired to his “shamba * at some distance from the town, had been sent for, but 
had not arrived. Seyyid Ali, the other brother, was in the Palace awaiting his arrival. 
‘The late Sultan’s son was in the harem. General Mathews was referred to for all 
instructions, and was entirely master of the situation. 

‘On my arrival in the square I at once saw and conversed Dr. Michahelles, 
the German Consul-General, who told me he had come to the Palace from motives of 
pure curiosity, and to assure himself that onler was being preserved; and, on my 
suggesting to him that our joint presence there might possibly embarrass General 
‘Mathews, he at once concurred, and we left the square tozether three minutes after I 
had entered it. 

Tmmediately on our departure General Mathews informed Seyyid Ali privately 
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that his brother Khalifa would be recognized by the British and German Governments 
as the successor of Seyyid Burghash. id Ali immediately and_ cordially 
acquiesced, observing that that was expected by all, and that he himself was glad 
of the decision. 

‘The burial of the Sultan’s dead body took place between 5 and 6 a.m. Soyyid 
Khalifa arrived about 5 a... from the county, and, after spending some two hours in

Dear Colonel Euan-Smith, Wusambiro, December 28, 1887. 

SINCE the 12th November, the date of my last letter, [have journeyed up to 
the southern shore of Speke Gulf with Mr. Blackburn, We received from the Chief 
of Nasa such a pressing invitation to. bu his country that I have decided upon 
this, combined with many other considerations which led ‘me to visit those parts, to 
send Mr, Hooper and Mr. Deekes to establish a Mission station there. 

On retuming here I found that the repairs of the ‘ Eleanor’ (one boat on the 
lake) were not completed, and as T had overtaken Mr, Ashe and Mr. Walker at the 
amp one day's jouriey from here we were able to have one conference, and additional 
information and considerations were brought forward which led us to alter the shorter 
lotter to King Mwanga, and to address the longer one to our missionary, Mr. Gordon, 
instead of to the King, thus making it only an authoritative explanation of the 
shorter one, I now inclose a copy of the only letter which we are now sending 
addressed to the King. ‘Therefore, please understand that the former letters which we 
proposed to send, copies of which were forwarded to you by last mail, are cancelled, 
‘and will not be sent at all.

To Mwanga, the King of Buganda, Wasambiro, December 28, 1887, 

I, THE Bishop of the Church of God in the eastern part of Africa, send you my 
compliments. 

‘After compliments, I inform you that I am here with your frionds Mr. Mackay, 
Mr. Ashe and other English teachers. I hear that our brother Mr. Gordon has arrived 
safely in your county. z 

“ Ihave been informed that you do not fully understand the purpose for which out 
brethren have come to your country. ‘They all are only teachers of tho Chris 
religion. They have been sent by people whose business it is to teach tho religion 
God. They have not been sent by the Queen of England, nor by the Consul i 
Zanzibar. 

Perhaps you are aware that the European who was killed in Busoga was our 
brother. Some of his servants who came from the coast with him ran hack to the 
coast and gave us full information of his death, how you ordered him to be killed, and 
his goods to he brought to Buganda. 

Tet me assure you that he came, as we come, only in friendship, We do not 
ourselves desire to take vengeance for this action of yours, we are teachers of tho 
religion of Christ, and not soldiers, nor do we wish the English to do so... We believe 
that you must see now that you were deceived as to the object for which he had come. 

But, Sir, let me tell you that God alone can forgive you for the blood of all those 
whom you have wantonly slain, whether the English Bishop and his porters or your 
own people, Therefory, Sir, T pray you to repent, that you may escape God's 
judgment.

Precis of Correspondence referring to the forthcoming Commercial Treaty between Zensibar 
and France. 


M. Lacan's Instructions. 
M. Flourens to M. Lacan, French Consul at Zanzibar, October 31, 1887. 


TILE Sultan's request to the French Government is that that Government sh 
audhere to the Article of the Treats he signed. ‘with ‘Germany and’ England iy. the 
Years 1885-86 respectively. Some of these provisions being less favourable than 
the corresponding clauses existing in the Treaty between France and Zanzibar, the 
French subjects ‘have naturally refused to submit to them until the Republican 
Government had adhered to it. On the other hand, German and English merchants 
have claimed, in virtue of the most-favoured-nation clause, to be placed on the same 
footing as their more fortunate French competitors. ‘The letter goes on to say: “Vous

‘The French Government then requested M. Patrimonio, at the time on a mission 
‘on the east coast of Africa, to examine the question in concert with the French Consul, 
and ascertain if it would not be of advantage to France to conclude a Supplementary 
Convention (‘Convention Complémentaire”).. 

M. Patrimonio reported that in the “uncertainty as to whether the German 
‘Treaty would be applied,” it would be preferable to waity and that in any ce 
France could reap the benefits of the German Treaty, while abiding by the terms of 
hher own, and deriving advantage from certain Articles that exist French 'Treaty 
and not in the German. 

‘The following April the text of the German Treaty was communicated to the French 
Foreign Office, and the same day the British Ambassador handed in a copy of a similar 
‘Treaty that the British Repre in Zanzibar had been authorized to The 
Representatives of these two countries requested the French Government to “adhérer 
Aces Traités.” 

‘The Ministry for Foreign Affairs felt that, in view of the above-mentioned state of 
the ease, the French Government had no pressing interest to conclude a Convention 
reproducing the clauses of the German and English ‘Treaties, and that in their ease a 
Supplementary Convention was all that was necessary, and decided not to take a final 
decision until they were able to appreciate the effect of the British and German 
arrangements. 

M. de Freycinet replied to the two Representatives that France being protected

to the Sultan, informing him that, unless His Highness that day gave him a final and 
favourable answer, he should have to telegraph to Berlin, with results that could not 
fail to be disagreeable to His Highness. 

In reply, I urged upon Dr Michahelles the utter inexperience and ignorance of 

Sultan; [pointed out to him that the tim afforded to His Highness had, 
a matter of fact, been insufficient to enable him to come toa correct understanding as 

him; that His Highness now should not be made to suffer for 
or procrastination of his predecessor ; and I earnestly deprecated his sending 
any more peremptory messages of the nature contemplated, which, I assured. hin 
could not fail to arouse rval suspicion as to the bona fider of proposals requiring to be 
pressed forward with such breathless rapidity. 

In the end Dr. Michabelles concurred in the justice of these arguments, and 
promised that he would for some time at least send no m emptory messages. He, 
however, again begged me on leaving to assist in bringing this matter to a satisfact 
conclusion by advising the Sultan to accept at once the German proposals, which lee 
again most solemnly assured me contained nothing that differed from the Mackinnon 
Concession save the finaneial proposals already noted. 

On Dr. Michahelles’ departure T received the catalogue raisonné of the Sultan's 
objections to what were termed the new proposals of’ the Germans.

IT HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that the German Consul-General 
called on me on the 20th instant, and af e desultory conversation informed me 
that he had heard that the Sultan Seyyid Khalifa had been expressing himself in 
manner very hostile to the Germans. ‘The whole of the native petty Chiefs and Arabs 
resident on the Mrima have been constantly coming over to Zanzibar during the last 
few weeks to make their salaams to the new Sultan, and Dr. Michahelles’ intelligence 
was to the effect that the Sultan had told these men that if they could in any way 
thwart German enterprise on the mainland, such action on their part would afford him 
satisfnction. 

I told Dr. Michahelles that, in my opinion, these reports about the Sultan were 
absolutely and entirely false and baseless. I pointed out that the action attributed to

I HAVE the honour to transmit to you, by direetion of the Marquis of Salisbury, 
the papers noted in the accompanying schedule, which relate to the claims of certain 
British Indian traders, sottled at Minengani, on the Fast African Coast, to compensation 
from the Portuguese Government, in respect of the sudden bombardment and 
subsequent burning of that Settlement on the 18th February, 1887, and subsequent 


days. 

The events immediately preceding the bombardment of Minongant and tho 
circumstances with which it was accompanied are concisely set forth in the Foreign 
Office Memorandum of the 18th July, 1887. A print of the correspondence, togotlier 
with a schedule thereof, is also annexed, and your attention is specially called to the 
Petition of tho British Indian mereantile comunity (Inolosure's in Acting Consul 
General Holmwood's No, 55 of the 81st March, 1887, and No. 9 of the schedule) and 
also to the documents numbered 4, 6, and 8 respectively in the schedule which 
contains the various accounts which have been given of the bombardment. 

It will be seen that the town of Minengani was inhabited solely by Indian traders 
enjoying British protection, and that, notwithstanding that the Commander of the 
Portuguese war vessels was apparently apprised of this fact, and alth 
was offered by the inhabitants to his peaceablo entry into the town, it was, novert 
subjected to what, under tho circumstances, would seem to have been an unnecessary 
and wanton bombardment, whereby much British property was entirely destroyed and 
great sufferings and privations ed upon a number of inoffensive British Indian 
traders, 

‘The question now arises whether Her Majesty's Government is justified in calling 
upon that of Portugal to make adequate compensation to the sufferers for the loss and 
injury inflicted upon them; and T am, thoreforo, to request that you will take tho 
apes transmitted herewith into and that you will favour Land 
Salisbury with your opinion on this point and with any general observations which 
may have to offer on the case.

from such stations sho ordered, if only for a time. As the operations of the 
two Companies make themselves gradually understood and gen: confidence is 
re-established as ae non-existence ‘of aay Schemes of extend ‘conquest, all stations 
temporarily abandoned cot reoccupied with chances of success far more promising 
than if had been made the scene A piel and destruction. 

Should my views on this subject be fortunate enough to meet with your Lordship’s 
approval, I trust that I may not be considered presumptuous in suggesting that they 
may be communicated to the various Missionary Societies peat consideration.

Wusambiro, near Victoria Nyansa, 
My dear General Euan-Smith, February 28, 1888. 

THE day before yesterday our boat, the Eleanor,” returned from Buganda. It 
seems that at first our letter was favourably received by the King and his chief men, 
but later on the Arabs read to him a letter from Bagamoyo, and the King became 

angry. It appears that the letter stated to the King that the Germans had taken 
their portion of land up to the lake and the English had taken their portion, including 
Buganda, ‘That the French had no portion in this direction. Also that the Germans 
were making railroad to Mpwapwa from the coast, and that the English were 
making one from Mombasa right up to Buganda. 

T give the following extract from Mr. Gordon's letter, written at various times 
between the 24th January and the 5th February :— 

“By what the King has said, and the Captain will tell you the same, I am a 
fiisoner. The King charged the Captain to say that it would be no use to send a 
letter asking for my return unless another white man comes to live in Mackny's 
house. The understanding is that tke King may have some one here, as he says 
openly, to kill if he hears reports of the English coming to avenge the death of the 

hop or eat his count position is this. -Mwanga did not like to be reminded 
of his crime, he now shows himself ready to repeat it on a man, We 
accept our position, which is what we hi , should the 
King hear of war from the Englis man stationed 
here. We know that the King will not have an expedition of English soldiers sent 
against him, hence our safety here. But, on the other hand, we know not what 
reports of war may reach him, and it appears that he only needs to hea: the reports, 
and will not wait ‘to prove them, but revenge himself on the white man here, hence 
our danger.” 

‘The reason why Tam writing to you now on this subject is that, both by a letter 
from England and by a short account’ in the “'Times," we know just enough about 
De. Kerr's proposed expedition to mako us anxious lest there my be a repetition of 
what took place in Bishop Hannington’s case, when the vague ramours originated by 
Dr. Fischer's expedition appear to have frightened tho King, and helped, in combination 
ith othe things, to Tead on the frightened King to the eftreme ack of 

ishop. 

Tam ignorant of the route which Dr. Kerr proposes to take. If he 
Zanzibar, ot Mombasa, or Pangani, and journeys up by Ulu and Lake Naivasha to 
Lake Baringo, and then keeps northwards in a pretty direct route to Wadelai, then 
Probably no harm to Gonlon will result from it. But if ho travels westwands from 

ce Baringo towanls Buganda at all, or, at any rate, if he were to cross the Nzoia 
River, then it might lead to a scarv in Buganda with fatal consequences. 

If you explain this to Dr. Kerr, I feel sure ho will not choose a route likely to 
lead to ‘serious consequences. If ho lias already started from the coast the 
tion of journeying westwards from Lake Baringo ii the direction of Buganda, you 
might send messengers to overtake him, perhaps before he, gets beyond Ulu

HAVE the honour to report the following fuets for your Lordship's information. 
One of the principal events which took place during the reign of the late Seyyid 

hash was connected with the hostilities waged his orders: beween "His 
Highness’ forces under General Mathews and the undisciplined forces of Mmbaruk- 
MnrReshid-bio-Salim, | Some fourteen years ago this man was a powerful and 
turbulent Arsb Chieftain, living at Gazi, in the neighbourhood of Mombasa, and who 
had always steadily refused to recognize the authority of Seyyid Barghash. ' He took 
‘oceasion, when the Sultan visited England in 1876, to considerably strengthen h 
position by making war on, and practically subduing, such native tribes in his 
as acknowledged the authority of the Sultan of Zanzibar. Some time afterwards his 
aititude grew so threatening and his power and influence so considerable that Seyyid 

ghiash resolved upon active measures, and in 1882 sent an expedition under General 
Mathews to subdue Mbaruk and seize the town in which he resided. The host 
which ensued were of a comparatively serious nature, but finally, after some severe 
fighting, General Mathews completely routed the rebels, and captured some 400 
prisoners. Mbaruk, however, succeeded in making his eseape. He shortly afterwards 
farveadered to General Mathews, who promised him his life and obiained from im a 
solemn promise that he would never again engage in hostilities against, the Sultan, 
This promise has been ‘faithfully Keph and elace that time Marui has lived on 
the mainland in comparative obscurity. 

Last year, when Mr. Mackenzie proceeded to the mainland in order to make 
‘Treaties with the various Chiefs outside the Sultan's dominions, it, was found that 
Mbaruk’s friendship was a mattet of real importance to the s proceedings. 
‘A meeting was therefore arranged between him and Mr. Mack 
latter promised that all the influence of Mr. Mackinnon’s recently completed Associa. 
tion should be brought to bear upon the late Sultan in order to induce His Highness 
to consent that Mbaruk should (1) be permitted to return to his former residence 
of Gazi; and (2) that his captured followers should be restored to him. Upon 
Mr. Mackenzie's return to Zanzibar every effort was made to influence Seyyid 
Barghash in the desired direction, but entirely without effect, and at the time of 
Seyyid Barghash’s death there seemed no chance that any change for the better 
in Mbaruk’s position could take place. 

Thave now, however tho pleuro te report that the new Sultan, Sayyid Khalifa, 
has inaugurated an entirely diferent lino of policy aot only with Mitral but with all 


Chiefs who had from similar causes become estranged from his predecessor, Seyyid 





























































Shorlly after. the Sultan's accesion Mbarul sent. his son and chiet adherents 
88 his representatives to Seyyid Khalifa, and His Highness immediatly gave them 
tn audience, and has now sent them back with ‘unusually handsome preseuta and 
8 sum of 1,000 dollars in cash; he has also accorded permission to Mbaruk to return 
‘and ocoupy his old town of Gazi, and he has issued instructions thatall such of his former 
retainers and slaves captured in 1882 who may wish to return to their old master are 
4 Hberty to do so, it being understood that no compulsion shall bo usod on either sido, 
but full liberty given to these people to use their free wi 

It is with much satisfaction that I find myself thus enabled to draw the attention 
of your Lordship to this proof of the wise and liberal feelings which soem to guide the 
actions of the new Sultan. His Highness’ behaviour to Mbaruk has given great 
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satisfaction to numerous Arabs and others on the coast, and the reinstatement of the 
latter in his old residence as an influential and friendly Chief will be to 
Mr. Mackinnon’s Association an advantage and source of strength which cannot easily 
be overrated.

IN continuation of my despatch No. 64 of the 14th April, I have the honour 
herewith to forward, for your Lonlship’s information, copies, in English and Arabic, 
of the new Concession which the Sultan of Zanzibar has granted to the German East 
African Company, and which, under direct instructions from Prince Bismarck, has 
been signed and concluded on behalf of the Company by the German Consul-General 
here, Dr. Michahelles. 

‘This Concession was signed on the 28th April, while I was away from Zanzibar. 
T had proceeded to the Island of Pemba on a three days’ eruize in Her Majesty's ship 
“Mariner.” On my retum the Sultan informed me that he had wished to delay 
signing the ssion until » complete understanding has been arrived at on the 
points on which Chad recommended His Highness to seek further explanation from 
the German Consul-Gencral, as reported in my despatch No. 70 of the 25th April, 
namely, the point regarding’a ctear definition of the details of the manner in which 
the parties are to respectively exercise control over cach other's incomings from 
custom duties. ‘The German Consul-General, however, pressed His Highness so 
urgently to sign without any further delay that the Sultan assured me that it was 
out of his power to refuse. He accordingly signed the Concession, and the German 
Consul-General wrote him the letters, of which the purport is attached to this 
Aespateh, promising to reserve the points named for future discussion and adj 
ment.

‘The weak point as regards the Sultan’s interests is, of course, that he is given no 
material guarantee that the payments will be regularly made, or that the amount 
thereof will be accurately adjusted. In this matter he must rely solely on the good 
faith of the German officials and their subordinates, and it is useless to. pretend that 
His Highness doos not run serious risk of receiving less than his dues. 

‘The German authorities are, I am informed, making an arrangement to take over 
the entire charge of the administration of the coast-line now secured to them by the 
end of August next, and are sending out a considerable body of officials for that 
purpose, Until those gentlemen got somewhat acquainted with the language and 
Raanners of the people whose allie they have been so suddenly called upon to 
administer, there will be no small risk of constant friction and misunderstandings, 
and Chave warned His Highness the Sultan that he will have at the outset to exercise 
much patience and forbearance in dealing with the many representations and mis- 
representations that will certainly be made to him by his subjects on the coast, among 
whom all Germans are abnormally unpopular. -

HIS Highness Seyyid Khalifa-ben-Said, Sultan of Zanzibar, and the German 
East African Association, having, with the approbation of his Highness Prince 
Bismarck, Chancellor of the German Empire, appointed as their Plenipotentiary, 
Dr. Jur Gustav Michahelles, Imperial German Consul-General at Zanzibar, have 
‘concluded the following Treaty :— 


ARTICLE I, 


His Highness the Sultan makes over to the German East African Association all 
the power which he possesses on the mainland on the Marima, and in all his territories 
and dependencies south of the Umba River, the whole administration of which he 
concedes to and places in their hands to be carried out in His Highness’ name and 
under his flag and subject to His Highness’ sovereign rights, but it is understood 
that the Association is to be responsible for all affairs and. ai 
of His Highness’ dominions included in this Concession, and that His Highness the 
Sultan shall not be lable for any expenses connected with the same, nor for any war 
or “diya” (blood money) or for any claims arising therefrom, none of which His 
Highness shall be called upon to settle. No other but themselves shall have the 
right of purchasing public land on the mafnland or anywhere in His Highness, 
territories, possessions or dependencies within the limits above named, except through 
them, as is the case now with His Highness.

from reasons of convenience, has never been formally accepted by the Italian Govern,

and that the claim of Italy now advanced to that district is subsidiary to the demand for 
satisfaction, and merely put forward in order to emphasize and fortify the attitude 
assumed by the Italian Consul.

Sir, Universities’ Mission, Zanzibar, May 29, 1888. 

HERR ERNST VOHSEN, the new Manager of the German East African Trading 
Association, called on me yesterday, stating that he did so at your suggestion. 

‘The object of his visit was in’reference to the different stations of our Mission 
established on the mainland in land now under German protection, such stations being 
in the Bondei and Usambara country, and also to the south on the Rovuma River. 

Herr Vohsen was most friendly and courteous, but, in the course of conversation, 
he intimated that it would be necessary for English missionary stations to be bound by 
the same rules in regard to the civil power and trading’ associations as German 
Missionary Societies had accepted in German territory on the West Coast. He had no 
copy of such rules at present, but promises to supply them. He also said that, as his 
Association were anxious to promote the uso of the German language in their 
territory, it might be necessary in time for them, as he expressed it, to buy us out, and 
that we should move elsewhere. He referred especially to our Magila stations, where 
we have been in actual occupation, at any rate since 1873, and, I believe, longer. 

Our Bishop, Dr. Smythies, is at present in England, and Archdeacon Farler, at 
Magila, is tho only person in the Mission out here who has any authority in reference 
to Migila matters; bat I ask you, order to write to them— 

1, What is our position as English subjects occupying and resi 
under German protection, but acquired by us before such protection existed ? 

2. Is it of necessity for English missionary stations here on the East Coast of 
Africa within the German lines to accept similar rules to those laid down for German 
missionary stations on the West Coast ?

T HAVE the honour to report that, on the 30th ultimo, a Dutch sloop-of. wan, the 
“ Sommelsdyk,”” arrived in thls port, ‘nd on the same day her commarice, Captain 
Zange, called upon me officially. " He stated that, in the absence of a Dutch Goneal tt 
Zansibar, he ventured to hope that I would be willing to render him the neceseary 
acsitance towards the fulfilment of the mission with which, he had been atrasted Ro 
the King of the Netherlands, namely, to Present himself to the Sultan, and after 
ivering the most friendly greeting from the King, to inform His Highness of His 
Majesty desire to conclude a Treaty of Friendship, Commerce, and Navigation with 


saf,informed Captain Lange that I should have great pleasure in lending him every 
fensianee which my position could command, but thatthe present time was an unfor, 
tunately chosen one for official intercourse with His Highness, it being the middle of 
the Ramazan or fasting season, during which the Suitan remains in strict soclustons 
but that (as be informed me that his stay coull not tu prolonged beyond a week os 
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‘ten days) I would represent the circumstances of the case to His Highness, and solicit 
sin exception in his favour. 

T accordingly sent to the Sultan, who at once, and with a courtesy which the 
strictness of Mohammedan religion on this point liad scarcely led me to expect, con- 
sented to receive the Dutch eaptai 

‘The audience was fixed for the 2nd instant, and on that day I accompanied 
Captain Lange and his officers to the Palace, and presented them to His Highness. The 
Captain having delivered the friendly greetings and good wishes of his Sovereign to 
the Sultan, to which His Highness replied in suitable terms, proceeded to explain the 
wishes of the King of the Netherlands with respect to the conclusion of a Commercial 
Treaty, adding that he himself would have been intrusted with the honour of con- 
ducting the negotiations had not his duties rendered a lengthened stay in Zanzibar 
impracticable, His Majesty the King therefore proposed, on receipt of a favourable 
reply from His Highness, to dispatch another official to negotiate the Treaty. ‘The 
Sultan replied that it would give him much pleasure to meet the wishes of His 
Majesty, and that he would send an official reply without delay. This morning, 
accordingly, a deputation from His Highness called upon the Dutch Captain at this 
Agency, and informed him, after the usual courtesies, that His Highness the Sultan 
would be glad to conclude with His Majesty the King of the Netherlands a Com- 
mercial ‘Treaty of Amity and Friendship similar to those lately entered into by Great 
Britain and Germany with Zanzibar. 

Captain Lange has done me the honour to call upon me again officially to thank 
‘me for the assistance I was enabled to afford him, and for which he professed himself 
ally grateful, and having successfully fulfilled his mission, will leave Zanzibar in

He gre plainly to understand that he anticipated, and 
indeed had recommended, that this incident should be made use of in order to bring 
pressure to bear upon the Sultan with reference to the Kismayu Concession. I did not. 
see the Italian Consul again until Sunday morning, the 3rd June, when he requested 
to seo me on urgent business. Between the 28th May and that date he had, however, 
een in constant written and verbal communication with the Palace, and his action 
had prompted my telegram to your Lordship No. 38 of the Ist instant. ‘The Sultan 
had daily sought my advice as to the course he should pursue, and as T had no 
instructions for the time being, I had advised Ifis Highness to temporize.

I HAVE the honour to request you to convey the thanks ef the Emin Committee 
to the Marquis of Salisbury for his kindness in sending, for their information, the 
telegram transmitted in your communication of the 26th instant. 

‘The Committee believe that this telegram may have reference to Mr. Stanley and 

expedition, because, if he has had to take a more northerly course than that direct 
from the Congo to the Lake of Albert Nyanza, in consequence of tribal hostilities and 
physical difficulties of the country, he would come into contact with the tribes of 
Monbotto and Niam Niam, who, aecustomed to white men, would be frieully towards 
im. 

‘The account that he has met opposition, and had to fight with tribes to the south, 
‘would thus be communicated to these people, and they, in their turn, would trans 
the news to the Bahr Gazelle, from whence it would travel to Khartoum. 

Reaching Khartoum from such sources, it is quite conceivable that the opposition 
which Mr, Stanley has encountered in the south, should be reported as taking place in 
the Bahr Gazelle, and that the receipt of such news should have excited apprehension 
in the minds of the rulers at Khartoum. 

T may add that Mr, Stanley has neither the men nor the ammunition sufficient 
for such an enterprise.
